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INTRODUCTION 



This directory contains information about organizations in the United States that 
offer support, education, referral, advocacy, and other assistance to parents of 
children and youth with emotional and behavioral disorders. Many of the directory 
listings were compiled from information obtained through a 1985-1986 survey of 
parent organizations conducted by the Families as Allies Project of the Portland 
Research and Training Center. These organizations were recently contacted to 
update their listings for this edition. Additional parent organizations were 
nominated by those agencies listed in the 1986 directory as well as by state Child 
and Adolescent Service System Program (CASS?) directors and State Mental 
Health Representatives for Children and Youth (SMHRCY). Other parent 
organizations contacted the Families as Allies Project in response to requests in 
Focal Point, the quarterly bulletin of the Research and Training Center. The 
nominated parent organizations verified their appropriateness for inclusion in the 
directory by completing short questionnaires. 

Organizations included in the directory are those that indicated they provide one or 
more of the following services to parents: (1) education and information; (2) parent 
training; (3) advocacy, either at the case or systems change level; (4) support groups 
for parents and/or brothers and sisters; (5) transition services; or, (6) direct 
assistance such as respite care, child care, or transportation. 

The organizations listed represent a wide range of organizational types. They 
include, among others, self-help organizations organized by and for parents with no 
professional involvement, groups started by staff members of service-providing 
agencies, and groups sponsored by other organizations such as mental health 
associations or affiliates of the National Alliance for the Mentally 111. We did not 
include organizations whose services are available only to parents whose children 
receive services from the organizations. 

The groups included in this directoiy also reflect a variety of different goals and 
populations. Some are specifically and exclusively targeted to parents of minor 
children with mental or emotional disorders. Many of the organizations, however, 
serve paients of children and youth with emotional and behavioral disorders along 
with other populations such as relatives of adults with mental illness or parents 
whose children have a variety of physical, emotional, and educational handicaps. A 
special note should be made about organizations serving parents whose children 
may not carry a primary diagnosis of emotional disorders, such as autism, attention- 
deficit hyperactivity disorder (ADHD) or a variety of learning disorders. These 



organizations are included because they often serve as a first point of contact with 
parents in their communities. 

Parent organizations are listed alphabetically within states. Some regional 
or^nizations serve portions of two or more states; these are listed in the state 
where their offices are located and cross-referenced in the other states they serve. 
We have done our best to insure that the listings are accurate, up-to-date and 
comprehensive. Recognizing that a directoiy such as this is never complete, 
however, we have included forms that may be used to update or add director^ 
istings for the next revision. A form that may be used to order additional copies of 
this directory or other Research and Training Center materials as well as request 
placement on the Focal Point newsletter mailing list is located at the end of the 
listings. An evaluation form is also included for our readers' use. 

We hope this directoiy will be useful to parents, service providers, and others 
interested in irnproving services to children and youth with emotional and 
behavioral disorders.
